BY-LAW NO. 176. 


A By-Law to define the limits of each High School . District, for 
the Grammar Schools now existing within the County of Norfolk. 
Passed ou the 13th June, A.D., 1872. 
WHEREAS it is expedient and necessary to define the boundaries 
and limits of High School Districts of the County of N orfole, in ac- 
cordance with 34¢h Vict. Chap. 33. 
I.—-Be it therefore enacted by the Council of the Odtboridien of 


the County of Norfolk in Council assembled : That the limits of the: 


High School District for the Town of Simcoe shall be the limits of 
the common schools as formed by the Town Council thereof: That 
the limits of the High School District of Port Dover shall be those 
formed by the Township Council for Common School purposes, in 
which the said High School is situated, known as School Section No, 
5, of the Township of Woodhouse. 

That the limits of the High School District at Port Rowan: shall 
be those formed by the Township Council of Walsingham for Com- 


mon School purposes for School Section No. 12, in sy said Township. 


of Walsingham and in which the said High Schoohe is situated. 
I1.—Be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid that the

\ HEREAS, it is expedient and necessary to provide ways and 

means to defray the expenses of the Public Services of this 
County for the current year, and whereas it appears that the sum of 
Twelve Thousand seven Hundred and Twenty-eight Dollars, is re- 
quired for general purposes ; thesum of Three Thousand five Hun- 
dred and Thirty-two Dollars for Educational purposes; the sum of 
One Thousand two Hundred and eleven Dollars for special rate ; 
specified under By-Law No. 111, making the aggregate the sum of 
Seventeen Thousand four Hundred and Ninety-four Dollars. 

I.—Be it therefore enacted by the Municipal Council of the Cor- 
poration of the County of Norfolk in Council assembled that the sum 
of Seventeen Thousand four Hundred and Ninety-four Dollars shall be 
levied, raised, and collected in and from the several Minor Municipal- 
ities of this County, on or before the 14th day of December next, 
in proportions following, that is to say :

Townsend, General Purposes, Three Thousand One Hundred and 
Fifty-three dollars ; Education, Six Hundred rnd Seventy-three dol- 
lars ; Special Rate, Three Hundred dollars. 


Walsingham, General Purposes Two Thousand and Forty-severr dol- 
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lars ; Education, Six Hundred and Fifty-one dollars ; Special Rate, 
One Hundred and Ninety-five dollars. 


Windham, Gen. Purp. One Thousand Nine Hundred and Fifty dol- 
lars; Education, Five Hundred andeSixty-seven dollars; Special 
Rate One Hundred and Highty-five dollars. 

Windham Seperate Scchool, Education, Twenty-three dollars, 

Woodhouse, Gen. Purp. One Thousand Six Hundred and Forty- 
nine dollars ; Education, Four Hundred and Seventy-five dollars ;
